The Senate of the United States has been called the world’s 
greatest deliberative body- Purpose of all the deliberation, speeches 
and debate is to polarize the positions of the 100 senators so that 
the body may vote on an issue. 

At the other w ing of the Capital, each member of the House can 
have his say on a question and . ► 
then a vote is taken. That’s the 
■way — set by the Constitution 

— that ■we get the laws under 
which we live. 

Essentially, it’s an orderly 
process, as good or better than 
any nation has achie\*ed. Re¬ 
cently, however, there has been 
a disquieting development that 
could disrupt this orderly march 
of legislation from proposition 
to law. 

The minority leader of the Sen¬ 
ate, Everett McKinley Dirksen 
of Illinois, took the position in 
the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress that a meas¬ 
ure reported by an appropriate 
committee of the Senate should 
not be allowed to come to a ■vote. 

It was the first time a leader of 
either party had ever led a fili¬ 
buster. Because of the anxiety of 
Congress for a quick adjourn¬ 
ment after a long and fruitful 
session, Senator Dirksen’s fili¬ 
buster prevailed. 

The Illinois Republican has 
promised a renewal of his fili¬ 
buster when Congress returns. 

He has already announced that 
he intends to deprive the Senate 
of its essential right and duty 

— to vote on an issue one way 
or another. 

Senator Dirksen made his 
stand on the issue of repeal of 
Section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act which permits states 
to enact right-to-work laws 
W'hich hamper labor union organ¬ 
ization and effectiveness.

Third National Bank Increases 

Savings Interest To 4% 


Directors of Third National 
Bank of Hampden County have 
voted to increase the rate of 
daily interest on savings accounts 
from 3 to 4 percent, effective t 
Jan. 1, President Russell B. Neff 
reported Tuesday.

Neff said: “With the recent up¬ 
ward revision of the rediscount 
I'ate which ultimately means 
higher borrowing costs to our 
customers, we felt it was only 
fair to increase the return on 
money deposited with us by our 
savings depositors.** 

Directors Tuesday also de¬ 
clared the regular quarterly divi¬ 
dend of 35 cents a share, payable 
Jan. 17 to stock of record on 
Jan. 3. This brings the total 
declaration in 1965 to $1.45 a 
share on each of the 500,000 
shares outstanding, or a total of 
$726,000. In 1964 dividends de¬ 
clared totaled $1.30, also on 500,- 
000 shares.
